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MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE. 


January 1, 1916. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


In extending to you at this time my best wishes for the year upon which 
we enter I am happy to add my very hearty congratulations on your record 
of accomplishments for the year now concluded; and in this I am sure that 
our people whom you have served with singular harmony of purpose will 
most cordially concur. 


A REVIEW OE THE YEAR. 


Closer relations have been established with the Board of Education 
in the preparation of the preliminary estimates for the school and municipal 
budgets. Thus Council and Board have each acquired a business knowl- 
edge of the needs of a co-ordinate department, and this co-operation in fix- 
ing the expenditures for the year is a long step in the direction of efficiency 
and economy in the administration of the city as a whole. 

For the first time, so far as I am aware, the tentative school and 
municipal budgets were advertised and definite dates were set apart for 
hearings thereon. If at first we were disappointed that only a few per- 
sons presented themselves at these hearings, preparation fur which had been 
made with painstaking care, yet upon second thought it was seen that the 
success of a meeting held for the purpose of hearing objections may fairly 
be measured not by the attendance but rather by the lack of it. Never- 
theless, it was gratifying that the citizens who did attend the hearings on 
the city budget attested their interest in the new plan by a resolution com- 
mending the Council for its adoption. It should be continued as a fixed 
policy, as should also the public hearing on the school budget. 

You were able by unusual application to the task at hand to restrain, at 
least for one year, the advancing tendency of the tax rate. This was 
possible only at the cost of some retrenchment, yet in essentials there has 
been no falling off in the public service. We have simply tried to prac- 
tice in our public affairs that kind of economy which we do not hesitate to 
apply to our private concerns when necessary. There are of course many 
things which we should have, and cannot have, without paying for them. 
But the public will more readily approve of plans and expenditures for bet- 
terments and improvements when officials have shown that they are inter- 
ested also in balance sheets and operating expenses. 

Proceedings have been started for the widening of Central Avenue and 
Second Street. The fee system has been abolished. |Your committees 
have inaugurated the practice of keeping a record in detail of all their 
proceedings, in order that the decisions and discussions of one year may 
be available for successor committees, thus preventing a loss of precedent 
and of valuable sources of information. In the Fire Department the 
call system has been superseded by the full-paid system; six additional 
men have been added to the force; and another horse-drawn apparatus 
has been replaced by a motor combination chemical and\hose wagon. In 
the Street Department, West Third Street between Plainfield Avenue and 
Liberty Street has been rebuilt with a permanent concrete pavement; fifty- 
one miles of streets have had thorough surface and repair treatment, and 
additional storm sewers have been installed at various points. In the 
Police Department we have adopted the military type of uniform, and a 
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new gradation which enables us to have a superior officer at all times in 
charge at headquarters. A noteworthy event has been the settlement of a 
vexed question concerning the right of free speech, in reference to its exercise 
on the streets of the city. We have decided that the constitutional rights 
of public assembly and freedom of speech may not be invoked to justify 
the use of public streets for meetings in defiance of such regu- 
lations as the authorities in their discretion may impose for the 
maintenance of peace and good order and to secure for the public the 
free and orderly use of the streets as a means of getting from place to place. 

But it is in your valedictory—the purchasing of a beautiful site for 
a City Hall,—that we find our best opportunity to commend your record 
without danger of exaggeration. To such as may have indulged in good 
natured speculation as to how we reconcile our stated policy of full pub- 
licity in all matters affecting the public interest with the quiet and un- 
heralded procedure attending the selection of this admirable location for a 
municipal building which will be not only. a credit to our city but in the long 
run a well paying investment, it may be said that if there had been in- 
volved any question of general policy, any question as to public approval 
of an expenditure for city-owned headquarters for the transaction of the 
municipal business, we should not have taken action in the manner we did. 
But there was no question other than one of administrative detail; and 
some things cannot be administered by mass meetings and hearings. One 
might as well ask the voters to pass upon styles of uniforms for police- 
men and firemen, grades of fire hose or of macadam for the streets, 
locations for fire hydrants and for street lights, as to select and purchase 
a piece of real estate to advantage by the referendum. *° The city is to 
be congratulated upon a forward step which has been taken with-an eye to 
the future. I hope that the same consideration may attend our further 
undertakings for civic development. 


ParRK AVENUE WIDENING. 


In particular I would urge two subjects for your special consideration 
during the coming year. ‘The first is the widening of Park Avenue be- 
tween West Second and Front Streets. I think we may reasonably expect 
to find that the attendant increase in adjacent values will go far to offset 
what might otherwise throw a considerable expense upon the city. But be 
that as.it may, the fact remains, as I pointed out a year ago, that this is an 
improvement which sooner or later must be made and which therefore may 
be deferred indefinitely only at great ultimate cost to the city. It is the sort 
of problem which can more easily be solved now than later. 


MUNICIPAL PARK SYSTEM. 


The other matter on which I hope a start will be made this year 
- is that of a municipal park. Here again it is a case where time should 
be taken by the forelock because no other question than time is in- 
volved. Improvements as to parks to be made wisely must have reference 
to well defined policy which takes into consideration the future as well as 
the present. I therefore again suggest for your consideration the appoint- 
ment of “some permanent organization with facilities for keeping records, 
for studying the development of the city and for formulating plans to care for 
its growth.” This may be done by the appointment of a City Plan Com- 
mission under Chapter 170, laws 1913; or possibly we could name a com- 
mission under authority of a city ordinance to be enacted, and thus avoid 
the danger of future meddling by the State with a matter purely of local 
concern. Whatever method is adopted there should be authority for the 
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appropriation of funds to defray necessary expenses which in any event 
would be inconsiderable in amount and would at all times be within your 
control. The commission itself would serve without pay. Its function 
would be the study of locations and values, the formulation of a plan 
with estimates of cost, and recommendations to the Council for such action 
if any as it may deem best to take. I believe that we shall find, if we 
take this matter up energetically without further loss of valuable time, 
that there are opportunities now for the city to acquire, at relatively small 
cost, not only a suitable but really an exceptional site for a splendid muni- 
cipal park, located with reference to the convenience and need in future 
years of those for whom it should be our concern at this time to make gen- 
erous and foresighted provision. We should also consider the acquisition 
now, when prices are not prohibitive, of locations for small auxiliary parks 
or breathing places in various sections of the city—thus laying the founda- 
tion for a system of parks which will be an integral part of a future City 
Beautiful and will some day reflect great credit upon those whose faith and 
foresight made it possible of achievement. 


EXPERT ADVICE. 


The program which it was my privilege to lay before you a year ago 
and which in large part you have already carried out, included among other 
things a recommendation for an administrative survey of departments. 
Twelve months of practical experience with the inside machinery of our 
local government has served but to strengthen my belief that, tested by the 
‘successful methods of modern business, we are not organized as we should 
be for efficiency and economy of administration. Nor shall we be in full 
measure until adequate home-rule for cities is an accomplished fact; nor 
until a community like ours is permitted to manage its business affairs by a 
small board of directors, serving without pay and passing only upon the high 
points, or questions of policy, while entrusting the details of departmental 
adminiftration to a well-paid superintendent or general manager of proved 
business ability, with broad general powers, responsible for results to the 
directors who employ him. 

On the other hand this same experience convinces me that we need a 
different form of government less than most cities; less, in fact, than any 
city I know. We are getting on very well as it is; and this is owing 
in no small degree to the ability and integrity of our heads of depart- 
ments; to the absolute lack of petty politics in all matters which really con- 
cern the community welfare; and to a certain freedom of action which 
is ours by virtue of our charter powers. 

Still it is possible to go on drifting. We should be observant of the 
trend of municipal reform and should secure for ourselves such benefits 
as we may under existing laws. Neither Council nor Mayor are ex- 
perts in municipal affairs. But there are such experts; and they can point 
out for us not only defects in organization which may be remedied with- 
out legislation, but also the best modern practice in operating such depart- 
ments as those of public safety, finance and public works. 


POLICE SYSTEM. 


The importance of expert advice can be shown by a single example. 
For several years we have discussed in the Board of Police the question of 
fixed posts and flash-light signal systems, with a reserve always on duty 
at police headquarters with adequate motor-propelled equipment ready for 
immediate service. By this means, when a crime is committed, a telephone 
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‘call to headquarters instantly puts the whole machinery of the department 
in motion. Signals are flashed not only to the railroad and trolley stations, 
but to the fixed posts throughout the city. The police officer at the nearest 
-of such posts is immediately notified and is quickly on the scene; followed 
in short order by the reserve from headquarters. One does not often hear 
of a second-story man detected by the officer on the beat. The best way to 
prevent certain crimes which are not usually committed with patrolmen 
looking on, is to reduce the chance of escape after the event. Of course 
‘the patrol system is necessary: to report fires, defective street lights, broken 
‘wires, health and other violations, and for trafic purposes. But burglaries 
and other serious offenses are not to be prevented by doubling or trebling 
the number of the uniformed police. We need headquarters’ equipment, 
plainclothes’ service, fixed posts and flash-signals. This, at least, has long 
been my belief and is shared by the Chief of Police and by members of the 
Board of Police. Why then, it may be asked, has not a new system been 
installed? Because of its cost and our uncertainty as to its proved value. 
If we first had an expert report on the subject, marshaling the exact 
facts as to cost and the experience of other cities in that regard, we could 
proceed in a businesslike way to select and install a system, or modify the 


one we have. It is all right to learn by our own mistakes when there is 
no other way to learn, but if we can learn as well by the mistakes of 
others it will be less costly to do so. There is no useful purpose to be 


served by experimenting with methods if the experimenting has already 
-been done by others. 


PERMANENT PAVEMENTS. 


Another department which would benefit by the recommendation of 
experts is the department having charge of our streets. Most of them 
are in fairly good and some are in excellent condition. But those 
which are most used as through highways, such as Front Street, Park 
Avenue, Fourth and Seventh Streets, Plainfield Avenue, and short stretches 
on some others, must sooner or later be provided with a more permanent 
pavement if they are to stand up under the increasingly heavy wear and 
‘tear to which they are subjected. The extension of the style of permanent 
pavement which we have in the business section may be desirable on 
West Front Street, on Second street between Watchung and Madison Ave- 
‘nues, and further south on Park and Watchung Avenues. We should have 
a definite plan for the reconstruction of the streets which most need it; not 
undertaking all the work at once, but proceeding with the improvement 


gradually and methodically. A study of relative costs in the maintenance 


and up-keep of the old water-bound macadam and more modern pavements 
would no doubt reveal a saving which would go far towards meeting the 
‘Interest on the investment. Expert advice with regard to such matters 


-will be worth while if it serves only to affirm our own conclusions 
-with respect to improvements which, on account of their cost, should not be 


lightly undertaken. That the commissioner himself has asked for a check 


-on his own recommendations in this regard ought, especially in view of 


his knowledge of the subject and exceptional ability, to be an all sufficient 


reason for providing it. 


MopDERN ACCOUNTING. 


In the department of finance, which has to do with the accounting, audit- 


‘ing and purchasing systems, we have not kept pace with the development 


of recent years. I respectfully refer you to my recommendation last year on 
this subject, and again direct your attention to the fact that all city officials 


_are seriously hindered in their work if the accounting is inadequate. Busi- 
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ness problems require decisions; and correct information, immediately avail- 
able, is indispensable to the exercise of judgment. Furthermore, under 
present methods, it is impossible to keep the people at all times informed 
as to existing financial conditions. An expert report on this subject will 
cost little if any more than the usual yearly audit, which for all practical 
purposes would be included therein, and ‘I therefore recommend that immedi- 
ate provision be made to obtain it. 


“THE SURVEY. 


In suggesting that we obtain the advice of experts in matters relating 
to finance, police systems and road building, I have selected the three de- 
partments which on the whole I think would most benefit thereby. A sur- 
vey is not an investigation in the usual sense of the term. It is merely 
seeking expert advice voluntarily. It is an analysis of systems undertaken 
solely for the purpose of getting at the facts so that they may be studied 
with reference to the experience of other cities, and in order that sugges 
tions based upon accepted standards of successful business may be pre- 
sented for our consideration, and to assist us in making wise decisions. It 
is inconceivable that a survey proposed in this spirit could be resented. 

While the survey of departments which we hoped to have before now 
has been delayed for reasons beyond our control, yet it would be un- 
gracious not to recognize the generous purpose of those who undertook 
to secure it for us without cost to the city. I understand that they 
have raised funds which may sufhce for a survey of two or three depart- 
ments; and as you have already officially endorsed the principal involved 
and have pledged the co-operation of heads of departments, I feel confident 
that, should the opportunity be afforded, you will gladly avail yourselves of 
whatever aid they may feel that they can place at your command. If a 
partial survey is had, we shall then be able to judge as to the value of 
expert advice in such matters. If we are not benefited, at least the ex- 
periment will have cost us nothing. 

It would not be fitting to close this communication to your honorable body 
without expressing my regret at the loss from its membership of your asso- 
ciates who have just retired after years of devoted service. I wish also 
to record my appreciation, in which I know that you also will join, of the 
services of our esteemed counsel to the corporation. He has been more to us 
than legal adviser. Our work has been his; it is as if he regarded him- 
self as in some way equally responsible with us that the affairs of the 
community shall be managed solely in the interest of the people whose 
agents we are. 

I thank you for giving me the opportunity during the year to attend 
your deliberations and the meetings of your several committees. By this 
means I have been able to acquire a much better understanding of our muni- 
cipal problems than would otherwise have been possible. I acknowledge my 
indebtedness to officials and employees for their help and never failing 
courtesy. Once more I pledge my full co-operation in all that pertains 
to the welfare of the city.

Special Message No. 1. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SURVEY. 
March 8, 1915. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


A resolution was adopted by your honorable body on January 25th 
expressing your concurrence with me that an expert administrative survev 
of the various departments is desirable for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether we are organized for efficiency and economy in the administration 
of our public afhairs according to modern and accepted standards of muni- 
cipal business; and requesting me to submit to you any plan for a survey 
that might be presented to me by the organization of public spirited citizens 
referred to in my message of January 1st as desirous of furnishing at least 
in part the necessary funds. 

Accordingly,, on January 30th, I advised the Plainfield Taxpayers’ 
Protective Association, the organization above referred to, of your endorse- 
ment of the principle of a survey and of your said request. 

I am pleased to be able to advise you that I am now in receipt of the 
following communication from the Plainfield Taxpayers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation:

“Dear Sir: Referring to your letter of January 30, 1915, I beg to advise 
you that, subject to the approval of yourself and the Common Council, this 
Association proposes to have a general survey of the various departments 
of the city made by the Bureau of Municipal Research of New York, at our 
expense if the necessary funds can be raised by us. 

“Will you kindly advise me whether this meets with the approval of 
yourself and the Council, and oblige,

heretofore pointed out, we may assume that all city officials without ex- 
ception will welcome an analysis of methods undertaken solely for the pur- 
pose of getting at the facts, so that they may be studied with reference to the 
experience of other cities, and so that modern and accepted standards of 
successful municipal business may be presented to us for our consideration.

SCHOOL BOND SALE. 
March 10, 1915. 


President George S. Clay and the Honorable the Members of the Common 

Council of the City of Plainfield: 

In the matter of the recent sale of school bonds, to meet the requisition 
of the Board of School Estimate calling for a total expenditure of $100,000 
for the Evergreen Avenue School, I transmit herewith correspondence of 
even date with Bond & Goodwin, of New York City, the purchasers of the 
authorized issue, from which you will note that they agree to the cancellation 
of $4,000 par value of said bonds and to the delivery to them as successful 
bidders of a total of $96,000 par value thereof. As the bonds brought a 
premium, it has been found that it will be necessary on the basis of the 
bid to issue only $96,000 par value thereof to produce the total of $100,000, 
the amount fixed and determined by the Board of School Estimate as re- 
quired for the new school. 

The correspondence and consent of Bond & Goodwin to this arrange- 
ment is submitted to you for such action as you may deem it wise to take.

sented and opened at a stated time.

Special Message No. 4. 


NEWSBOYS. 
May 24, 1915. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


The Board of Education through the Superintendent of Schools has 
requested the enactment of an ordinance regulating the sale and delivery of 
newspapers by children. This matter is covered by the Compulsory School 
Attendance law to a certain extent; that is, children are premitted to sell 
newspapers and engage in other light employment out of school hours, but 
not earlier than six o’clock in the morning nor later than seven in the 
evening, provided they obtain from the Department of Public Instruction 
a permit known as an Age and Working Certificate. In the opinion, 
however, of the Superintendent of Schools, the enforcement of the law by * 
the attendance officer would be facilitated by an ordinance requiring news- 
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boys to wear badges, the regulation to apply to the delivery of papers and 
to their sale in public places and on the streets of the city. The ordi- 
nance will not prevent children from earning money in any way already 
permitted by law. 

While opposed to legislation which needlessly interferes with indi- 
vidual freedom of action, I am of opinion that children on the streets con- 
stitute a problem, a good portion of which will be disposed of if we can 
safeguard the newsboys. The badge requirement does not seem un- 
reasonable, imposes no real hardship and will be of value in keeping chil- 
dren off the streets who have no business there. 

I, therefore, recommend the enactment of an ordinance as requested 
by the school authorities; and I attach hereto a suggestion for same which 
I have drafted after examining similar regulations in force in Newark, 
Elizabeth and Asbury Park. I attach also correspondence with the Super- 
intendent of Schools, and other papers bearing on the subject. I suggest 
that the matter be referred to the Public Affairs Committee, with a re- 
quest for a report at the regular June meeting, and if such report is favor- 
able, for the introduction at that time of an ordinance in form satisfactory 
to Corporation Counsel. The school authorities would like it if the 
regulation can go into effect in July.

Special Message No. 5. 


STATE LEAGUE OF MUNICIPALITIES. 
May 24, 1915. 
To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: : 


I have been interested during the winter as a member of the Commit- 
tee on Organization, in the movement for the formation of a State League 
of Municipalities, which is more informally known as a Mayor’s League, 
the object of which is to bring our cities and towns and villages into 
closer relation for the study of municipal problems and the improvement 
of municipal administration. The idea is that the Mayors or other ex- 
ecutives will meet at intervals for the discussion of matters of mutual muni- 
cipal concern. A reasonable but adequate measure of Home Rule is one 
of the definite objects sought; which, as was pointed out in my message to 
your honorable body on January 1st, may be expected only through a vigor- 
ous and well organized campaign by the cities and other municipalities of 
our State. 

I transmit herewith a note from the Committee on Organization dated 
May 11th, stating that legislation has been secured, by Chapter 163, Laws 
1915, authorizing municipalities to organize and join such a league, and en- 
closing a form of resolution the adoption of which by the Common Council 
will permit the City of Plainfield to secure membership in the League, and 
be represented therein by its Mayor. 

I think Plainfield should participate actively in the councils of an or- 
ganization whose aim is to better the administration of local affairs, and i 
therefore recommend that authority to do so be granted by your honorable 
body.

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Special Message No. 6. 


PERMITS FOR STREET MEETINGS AND PARADES. 
September 7, 1915. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


I recommended the adoption of an ordinance to regulate parades, pro- 
cessions, meetings and the like on and through the public streets and places 
of the city. Our streets and public places are primarily for the con- 
venience and accommodation of each member of the public in the pur- 
suit of his lawful affairs; and the assembling of unusual crowds not only 
tends to restrain such right, but tends also to interfere with trafic and may 
at any time lead to more or less disturbance and public disorder. In the 
interest of peace and good order, and the more effectively to regulate traffic, 
a permit should be required for any unusual use of our streets and other 
public places. It is entirely possible, for example, that a number of dif- 
ferent street meetings and processions might happen to be out on the same 
night. We need an ordinance requiring permits so that the city authori- 
ties may determine, in their discretion, how many and what meetings 
and parades should be held, and where, and arrange in advance for 
adequate police supervision, with authority to order any such affair dis- 
continued if found unreasonably to interfere with the public convenience, 
or the maintenance of good order. 

I enclose a form of ordinance in accordance with this recommendation, 
which has the approval of the Corporation Counsel, whose advice I have 
sought in presenting this matter for your consideration.

Special Message No, 7. 


FREE SPEECH IN RELATION TO ITS EXERCISE ON STREETS. 
October 18, 1915. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


I have found it necessary to the maintenance of the peace and good 
order of the city to refuse permission to a sect known as the Pillars of 
Fire to hold street meetings in Plainfield. As this action is taken pursu- 
ant to a recent grant of authority from your honorable body, I deem it 
important for your information to state in full the reasons for my decision, 
and the underlying principles involved as I understand them.  Every- 
VYody believes in “free speech;” but, since we find it used as a slogan 
or catch-phrase to justify an interference with other rights equally guar- 
anteed by the Constitution and laws of the, State, it is important for us 
carefully to define its meaning, not only in the ‘disposition of this par- 
ticular case but as a rule of action for our guidance in the future. 

The State Constitution guarantees that every person may freely speak, 
write and publish his sentiments on all subjects, being responsible for the 
abuse of that right. Of course, the Constitution recognizes that there may 
be other rights, equally important, which also are not to receive a denial 
through the exercise of the guaranteed right of free speech. 

Now, the people have a right to the free and orderly enjoyment of 
the streets of the city in the pursuit of their lawful affairs. The streets 
are primarily highways, a means of getting about from place to place, 
and not places to hold meetings. A street meeting, therefore, is in the 
nature of a concession, and is permitted only when it does not seriously 
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interfere with the primary use of the street as a highway. It may law- 
fully be terminated if it unreasonably interferes with traffic or tends to 
create public disorder. 

What tends to the incitement of public disorder, of course, depends 
a great deal on the character of the community; on its customs, institutions, 
form of government and the training and education of the masses of the 
people. In this country the people will good-naturedly put up with the 
public expression of sentiments of almost any kind. It comes down to 
this, that it is really not so much a question of what is said as a question 
of the effect of what is said, which determines the propriety of a street 
meeting. Such a meeting ought always to be terminated if public dis- 
order cannot otherwise be prevented. The right to speak on the streets 
is abused if persisted in at the cost of public peace and good order. 

It may be argued that this view makes it possible for a rough crowd 
to break up any street meeting. So it does, if the police in the faithful 
discharge of their duties are unable to curb the crowd. Since speaking 
itself, although it may be the proximate cause, is not, when permitted, in 
itself a breach of the peace, the police are bound, in the first instance, to 
prevent disorder by arresting the direct disturbers of the peace in the 
crowd. But if these means fail, since they are bound to maintain peace 
and good order in any event, they are justified in terminating a meeting 
at which little or nothing may have been said which ought to have created 
disorder, thus requiring those desiring to exercise their right of free speech 
to do so at another place or time. 

The Pillars of Fire frankly proclaim a mission which we know, and 
they know, is calculated to cause disturbances. Members of the sect have 
told me that it is their belief that the Roman Catholic church as an insti- 
tution is insincere, fraudulent and immoral; and that they are called by 
God to attack it publicly. They have told me that they are not only will- 
ing, but eager, to die in the cause; and that perhaps the best way for 
the people of this country to be brought to their senses with respect to the 
menace of Romanism would be for the members of their sect to attack it 
with sufficient violence to incite their enemies to strike them down to their 
death on the streets of our city. 

Now the Constitution protects the free exercise of religious belief. But 
liberty of conscience cannot be construed to justify acts inconsistent with 
the peace and safety of the community. While the religion of no sect or 
organization, Catholic, Protestant or otherwise, is above proper criticism, 
nevertheless when one sect violently assails another whose exercise of re- 
ligious profession is equally safe-guarded by the organic law, and does 
this upon crowded streets it is clear that free speech is not the only right 
involved. Citizens of one religious class have a right to use the public 
thoroughfares without having their religious beliefs assailed in offensive 
language by citizens of another persuasion. 

Political freedom is as much protected by the Constitution as religious 
freedom or free speech; yet political street meetings are held subject to the 
paramount considerations of trafic and public order, and their speakers con- 
form to that degree of restraint which recognizes the rights of others.- 

The Pillars of Fire may have a right to attack Catholics and other 
denominations, as well as churches and ministers of the gospel generally. 
if they wish, and as in fact they have already done in our city; but they 
have no right to do this promiscuously on our narrow and crowded streets. 
The Constitution gives them no right whatever to hold meetings either 
on Front street or Park avenue. Let them either give expression to their 
‘sentiments in books and newspapers, which people will not read unless 
they wish; or else let them hire a hall where nobody needs go unless 
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he wants to listen. If such meetings, which nobody needs attend, are at- 
tended and disturbed by their enemies, they have a right to call upon the 
police for protection; and they will receive protection to the limit of our 
resources. : 

I may say that I have offered to issue permits to them to speak at 
other places in the city, such as the park opposite the high school, where 
people will not be obliged either to listen or abandon the regular thorough- 
fares. But they say the people will not come to them, so they must go to 
the people; that the scripture commands them to go out into the highways. 
and hedges. It might be noted that this particular scriptural injunction, 
which they cite as authority, was one enjoining persons to go out and in 
duce people to come in to an indoor meeting. At any rate, I have de- 
cided that Front street on Saturday night is not in the scriptural class; or 
if it is, that the prevention of bloodshed, of which we have advance notice,. 
must take precedence over the highway license claimed by the people in 
question. 

There has been no discrimination against this sect, which has been 
treated with more consideration than any other organization which has 
ever made use of our streets for public meetings. They twice refused, 
last summer, at my request, to cease holding meetings for a short period 
while I investigated a disturbance occurring at one of them. It has been 
necessary to detail an unusual number of officers to prevent possible trouble,. 
and I have been present myself at practically all of their meetings for 
the same purpose. On several occasions they openly defied the police 
when directed to move from a corner where on® account of the traffic it 
was unwise to permit any street meeting to be held, to other locations in the 
near neighborhood. They proclaimed that they would take orders only 
from their own leaders. They have been arrested, tried and found 
guilty of violating the city ordinances. The city authorities have exercised 
great patience with them. I do not question, in any way, their sincerity. 
But it is evident that they place their teachings above the law of the land, 
liberal and just as that is to them. It would be as unwise to give them 
unrestricted street privileges as it would be to grant pistol permits to 
children. 

It does not seem to me to be so much a question of freedom as one of 
balance, of trustworthiness, of responsibility. Freedom of speech does 
not mean the right to say anything you choose, anywhere you wish, re- 
gardless of consequences; and the Pillars of Fire who claim such a right 
will not be permitted to exercise it in defiance of the properly constituted 
authorities and of the peace and good order of the community. As I am 
unable to obtain satisfactory assurance from them that they will conform 
to the reasonable requirements of law I have, pursuant to the authority 
vested in me by the ordinance approved October 4, 1915, unanimously 
adopted by the Common Council at my request, refused permission to hold 
any meetings on the streets or public places of the city. I have done this, 
not in denial of the right of free speech, but because of its abuse. I 
assume full responsibility for my action, but as stated at the outset, I 
request your approval or other expressions of opinion with respect thereto 
and with respect to my statement of the principles involved as herein set 
forth.

LAW ENFORCEMENT.—SUNDAY LAWS.

For your information I submit herewith a copy of my: letter of even 
date to Mr. Frank A. Weeks of the Men’s Club of the Congregational Church.

Dear Sir: I acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 15th inst. en- 
closing copy of a communication which you say has been forwarded to the 
Common Council. It is signed by Mr. E. L. Morgan, President of the 
Men’s Club of the Congregational Church; Dr. Frank T. Clawson, Presiden 
of the Bible Classes of the same church; George H. Batchelor, President 
of the Federation of Men’s Bible Classes, and Walter H. P. Veysey, 
President of the Federated Men’s Clubs, states that a large number of 
stores are kept open and doing business on Sunday, listing certain of 
them, and requests a more proper observance of the Sabbath. It will prob- 
ably be referred by the Common Council to the Police Committee, and 
thus in due course will officially be brought to the attention of the Mayor 
who primarily is charged with the due enforcement of the law. 

While I regret that the organizations which have brought this matter 
forward did not first inform themselves as to what has been done and is be- 
ing done to prevent any gradual drifting away from Sabbath observance, 
nevertheless I recognize the good motive which prompts your action, and I 
am in sympathy with what I hope is your position—that a growing tendency, 
if such exists, to depart from a reasonably substantial observance of Sun- 
day as a day of general rest from work and of unusual public quiet, should 
be discouraged. 

But I think it possible that a communication of this kind, taken by itself, 
may give some people a wrong impression as to actual conditions, or at 
least as to our knowledge of them and as to our purpose with respect 
to law enforcement. 

Of the latter I will speak in a moment. But first let me say that 1 
have frequently been through the city on Sunday in order to satisfy myself 
that we have that unusual degree of public rest and quiet which I think 
it is the purpose of the law to secure; and I have ordered a number 
of surveys of the city to get a check on business activity. It happens 
that one of these was made on Saturday and Sunday, December the 11th 
and 12th, showing out of fifty-nine stores open on Sunday only twelve which 
were not closed on the Saturday before. Drug stores and eating places 
are not included in this survey. This is a smaller number of stores open 
both days than is indicated in your list, and a few places may have been 
overlooked. On the other hand, six of the places named on your list 
were closed on that Saturday, and three others are drug stores. We have 
a great many Hebrews in our merchant class, and whether or. not they all 


habitually observe Saturday as the Sabbath within the meaning of our 


ordinance so as to entitle them quietly to carry on their business within their 
premises on Sunday, at least they are respectable citizens and in other 
matters, and perhaps in this as well, as law-abiding as any of us. A 
number of these small shops are kept by Italians and Greeks, who are 
assisted by their wives in carrying on what little business they do, 
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mostly fruit, light confections and the like. There is no disorder, no 
collecting of crowds, no noise nor any open display or crying of wares. 
Newsdealers have readily conformed to my direction that papers be not 
sold from stands on the sidewalks, and the selling of papers by news- 
boys on the street has this year been discontinued entirely. I therefore 
believe from personal observation and a very considerable amount of time 
given to the matter that you are mistaken in thinking that there is a grad- 
ual drift away from Sabbath observance as we have heretofore had it in 
Plainfield. We have, I think, a much more substantial cessation of busi- 
ness and labor on Sunday than in most cities. 

That the State Blue Laws are not rigidly enforced I, of course, admit. 
Although I am prepared to do so should the occasion arise, I will not now 
debate at length the general question of a literal enforcement of the law 
further than to suggest that a strict and technical enforcement of the so- 
called Sunday laws would, I fear, find most of us in the police court on 
Monday morning, and I should confidently expect to be there myself, 
touching elbows, possibly with one or more worthy members of these petition- 
ing organizations. For I am sure that most of us at one time or another have 
at least traveled on Sunday, which is forbidden, or engaged in some ordi- 
nary work about house and home, not to speak of fiddling or other music 
if accompanied by any merriment. Any kind of play, pastime or diversion 
is unlawful. It is true that walking on Sunday was made lawful a few 
years ago, also riding and driving for recreation, but it was only horses 
and carriages which could be hired for the purpose, so that there may be 
a question whether the Sabbath is properly observed by those of us who 
drive about in automobiles of a Sunday afternoon. In any event, the 
peace and quiet of the day is better observed by the poor Italian with his 
small shop, quietly open, than by his more well-to-do fellow townsmen, 
whose recreations and pastimes are accompanied by clouds of dust and a 
blowing of horns. 

If the law is to be enforced literally why begin with a handful of 
small shop keepers, whose quiet and orderly conduct of their business in- 
side their premises disturbs no one, and who no doubt would prefer if they 
could to walk and ride and drive and otherwise recreate on Sundays. 

Of course, any citizen may swear out a complaint against a person 
whose shop is open on Sunday. And if this is done the offender will be 
prosecuted, and it will be up to him to prove that he uniformly keeps the 
seventh day as the Sabbath, and abstains from following his business on 


that day, and also “from all recreation.” But I do not conceive it to be 
the duty of the authorities to question each shop keeper as to his religion 
and to check him in his pastimes and amusements on Saturday. Un- 


fairness and needless restraint should be avoided if the spirit of the law, 
as overwhelmingly supported by public opinion and by the conduct of the 
mass of the people, is attained by quiet orderliness and a very general 
cessation of business and labor on Sunday. 

The Sunday law is not the only law which is not literally enforced. 
There are many laws and ordinances which are not even expected to be so 


enforced when they are enacted. The motor vehicle speed law is an ex- 
ample. It is unlawful to drive faster than twelve miles an hour about 
town. But the purpose of the law is to secure the public safety and 


except on a few business streets it is generally safe to drive twenty miles 
an hour. Yet the law-makers thought it best to have a strict law. It 
was not expected to be enforced indiscriminately, but it was thought best 
to have it handy. The ordinance against burning leaves in the streets, 
except in the morning hours, can be invoked by citizens who are annoyed 
by its disregard. But to enforce it technically would work injustice in 
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many cases, as with the workingman who goes from his home early in the 
morning -and cannot afford to employ a man to work about his place. His 
only opportunity to burn leaves is when he gets home at night. 

If it were the duty of officials rigidly to enforce all the laws all the 
time I do not know how they could do it with the means at hand. The 
rule of reason and discretion should be applied to law enforcement. Laws 
concerning public safety and health are more important than others and 
call for sharper supervision. But even a law like the snow removal law, 
which concerns the safety and the convenience of the people is not and 
cannot be enforced literally. Sometimes ice cannot be covered within four 
hours or snow removed within twelve hours. We expect reasonable com- 
pliance, and it is only when the disregard of the ordinance becomes so 
notorious as to cause general and persistent complaint that we feel called 
upon to undertake a more rigid enforcement of it or to go further than to 
call the attention of offenders to its provisions. 

We have notified the proprietors of stores which have been open both 
Saturday and Sunday as to the provisions of the law, which we can invoke 
if we find the disregard of it to be growing or leading to noise, disorder 
or a disturbance of the quiet of our streets and public places on Sunday. 

I thank you for your courtesy in forwarding to me a copy of your com- 
munication to the Council, which enables me very roughly to define my 
policy and to explain that the subject is not one which has been overlooked 
during the year, but on the contrary, is one which, on account of its import- 
ance and debatable features, has engaged my very careful and serious at- 
tention in the hope that we may be able not only to perform our full duty, 
but in so doing to show fairness and regard for those among us who most 
need our protection, while looking to us and to our own conduct for a con- 
sistent and charitable example.

GENTLEMEN: We submit herewith our annual report of work done 
and moneys received and expended during the year 1915. 


SEWERS AND APPURTENANCES. 


There are now 59.25 miles of sanitary sewers, with 4,332 house con- 
nections, 79 of which were made during the year. 

No new sanitary sewers were constructed this year, but some prelim- 
inary work was done on plans for sewers in the southwesterly part of the 
city and an ordinance has been adopted for their construction. Most of 
these sewers were recommended by Mr. George W. Fuller, Sanitary Ex- 
pert, in a report dated December 15, 1913. Mr. Fuller also briefly reported 
on a sewer along Green Brook from Grove Street to the proposed pumping 
station at Rock Avenue, for which there is now an urgent demand from 
property owners on Sycamore, Geraud and West End Avenues. A few addi- 
tional sewers are now called for and another ordinance will be necessary 
to include them. 

‘The principal expense this year in maintenance has been the cleaning 
of sewers. 10.88 miles of sewers have been dragged with root-cutters and 
with bunches of heavy chain. ‘The latter have proved very effectual in re- 
moving deposits of heavy material, and it is recommended that this work 
be continued during the coming year. 

Portions of the sewers in East Seventh Street and Denmark Road were 
taken up and relaid with “Filtite” joints, a cement mortar coliar being added 
on the East Seventh Street joints. The trouble with the latter sewer was the 
intrusion of roots and the Denmark Road sewer leaked. 

Two stoppages of sewers occurred during the year, both caused, indi- 
rectly, by roots. 

PUMPING STATIONS. 


At the Randolph Road and Monroe Avenue pumping stations, rotary 
pilot valves were designed and installed. These valves, operated mechani- 
cally by the air compressors, control the filling and emptying of the ejec- 
tors. The filling head being always sufficient to fill the ejectors, the maxi- 
mum efficiency is obtained when they are completely emptied, and. this re- 
sult is secured by the compressor control. The changes at the pumping sta- 
tions have been planned and executed by Assistant Ernest K. Powlison. _ 

A portable gasoline-driven centrifugal pump was purchased (capacity 
450 gallons per minute against a total head of 30 feet), for use in case of 
the disabling of the regular pumping machinery or of its being cut off from 
electric power. The outfit cost, complete, $485.00. 

At the Randolph Road and Monroe Avenue stations the force mains 
have been fitted with valves outside of the buildings, so that the portable 
pump can be easily connected with the force mains and the sewage pumped 
entirely by the portable pump. This pump is also suitable for use in the 
construction and repair of sewers where water is encountered in the ditches.

DIsposaAL Works. 


The following notes are taken from a report by John R. Downes, 
Manager and Chemist at the Disposal Works: 

The septic tanks were cleaned in October, 1914, about two months 
earlier than usual, in order to have the sludge dried Aad removed from the 
beds in time for a spring cleaning of the tanks. In consequence of unfavor- 
able weather, the drying of the sludge was so slow that it was impossible 
_to carry this plan into effect. 

The inability to clean the tanks resulted in a very large volume of sus- 
pended matter being carried over with the septic effluent during the months 
from June to December. As pointed out in last year’s report, there is no 
satisfactory analytical method of determining or expressing this increase of 
volume of the suspended solids carried over with the septic efHuent when the 
tanks are overloaded with sludge and scum, but the following statement 
of the quantity of material handled in keeping the cinder strainers on the 
primary beds clean, will be of interest.

Of the total amount of arial handled (858 cubic yards), 363 cubic 
yards consisted of dirty cinders removed, 241 cubic yards of washed cinders 
returned to strainers and 254 cubic yards of stone removed from beneath the 
cinders, 

The secondary beds are nearly full of solid deposit, but are still work- 
ing. Considerable labor was expended in removing the luxuriant crops of 
weeds which followed each other on the secondary beds in quick succession 
all summer. The condition of these beds makes the early completion of the 
joint disposal works most desirable. 

The data sheet, herewith, shows that good results were obtained at the 
disposal works this year notwithstanding the increasingly overloaded condi- 
tion of the beds. ‘These results were only secured by the most painstaking 
methods of operation based on continuous analyses at each stage of treat- 
ment. 

The following extracts are from the last report of the State Board 
of Health: 

“Following the practice employed at the sewage disposal plants 

at Essex Fells and Plainfield, we have given considerable attention 

during the past year to the method of applying sewage to contact 

beds through ‘scum restricting areas’ or cinder strainers. * * * 

A great deal of suspended matter is thus removed from the tank 
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effluent, and the clogging of the body of the bed is materially re- 
ducedhieu ie = 
“The results obtained at Essex Fells and Plainfield have been 

of such a nature that we have advised a similar application of sew- 

age to the contact beds at other disposal plants. * * *” 

The report also comments on the importance and value from a financial 
standpoint of employing an experienced manager who is also a chemist and 
bacteriologist, Plainfield’s plant being the only one in the State at which 
such a person is constantly employed.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STREETS. 


Plainfield, N. J., Dec. 30, 1915.

_ (GENTLEMEN: We submit herewith our annual report of work done and 
moneys received and expended during the year 1915. 


CONCRETE PAVEMENT, 


The novelty in this year’s street work was the construction of the con- 
crete pavement on West Third street, between Liberty Street and Plainfield 
Avenue. The old macadam, with some new stone, well rolled, formed a 
sub-base 2% inches thick. On this foundation the concrete, six inches thick, 
1 part Portland cement, 1% parts sand and 3 parts trap rock was laid. A 
thin bituminous coating of “Tarvia A” was applied hot after the concrete 
was 14 days old. Concrete curbs with metal corner bars were constructed, 
also an underdrain under each curb. This street is given the same care in 
cleaning as the brick pavement receives and it promises to be a very satis- 
factory pavement. A large majority of the property owners urged the im- 
provement of this block, understanding that a considerable portion of the 
cost would be assessed upon them. 

The street is to be kept in repair by the contractor until September, 1916. 


NEw MAcADAMIZING. 


Only three short streets were macadamized by contract this year. As 
the ordinance was not adopted until October 4, 1915, they were not fully 
completed before cold weather set in. ‘The streets referred to are: 

Sherman Avenue, from Grant Avenue to Stillman Avenue; 

East Fourth Street, from Richmond Street to the present macadam near 
Washington Street; 

Fillmore Avenue, from North Avenue to East Third Street. 

In accordance with the policy of your committees for several years, these 
streets were macadamized for the full width of the roadway. No action 
has been taken toward having the macadam on other streets extended to the 
curbs, to replace the present mud gutters, and it seems probable that this 
work will have to wait for the further growth of civic pride. 


RESURFACING STREETS. 


Bids were received for resurfacing streets by contract, but no work was 
done in this way as it seemed to be the opinion that the work should be kept 
for Plainfield men, when possible. 

Resurfacing or rebuilding work was done on the following streets: 


East Second Street, from Washington Street to Richmond Street; .« 

West Second Street, from Park Avenue to Madison Avenue; 

Randolph Road, from Park Avenue to Arlington Avenue; 

Woodland Avenue, from South Avenue to Putnam Avenue; 

Berkeley Avenue, from Leland Avenue to Ravine Road; 

Plainfield Avenue, part; 

Arlington Avenue, part. 

The Street Railway Company paid one-third of the cost where there 
was a single track and one-half where there was a double track. 
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PATCHING WITH BITUMINOUS BINDER. 


Patching with bituminous binder has been continued through the greater 
part of the year. Bermudez Asphalt, applied hot, was used, covered with 
stone from screenings size up to 34-inch. In deep holes the material was 
applied in two or more layers, using one-inch stone at the bottom. 


GRADING. 


Considerable work was done on the grading of Midway, the laborers 
being unemployed men furnished by the Charity Organization Society.

The streets are showing the benefit of the annual surface treatment, in 
fact, the macadam could hardly be maintained at all without it. 

Most of the macadam streets received one coat of bituminous material 
this year, and some should have received a second coat. 

Streets treated in’ this manner become slippery, especially in cold weath- 
er; this has been remedied to some extent by applying clean stone screen- 
ings. 

It is suggested that the use of larger stone for top dressing with the tar 
and asphalt surface treatments, and the construction of bituminous macadam 
pavements without flush coat, would tend to make the pavements less 
slippery. 

FUTURE, CONSTRUCTON. 

It was the advent of motor-driven vehicles which necessitated the pro- 
tective coating on our water-bound macadam streets, and the recent phe- 
nomenal increase in the number of motor trucks and busses calls for a 
further improvement in the construction of the more traveled roads. 

The line of travel generally follows good roads as soon as they are 
constructed, and pavements which are of ample strength when they are 
built, may prove inadequate for the greatly increased travel drawn to them 
by their superior condition. 

There are a number of Plainfield streets which should, on account of 
the difficulty of maintaining the present macadam roadways, be provided 
with more substantial pavements. Such work should be decided on the year 
before actual construction is to begin, in order to have the construction and 
repair of storm and sanitary sewers and other underground structures at- 
tended to, and so as to avoid, as much as possible, the tearing up of the 
streets afterward. This also allows the roadbed to thoroughly settle before 
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laying the pavement. Among the streets which need better pavements are 
East and West Front Streets, East and West Second Streets, East Third 
Street, East Fifth Street, -East and West Seventh Streets, Richmond Street, 
Watchung, Park and Plainfield Avenues, and the macadam streets in the 
business section of the city. 


STORM SEWERS. 


A 27-inch storm sewer was constructed in Stelle Avenue extension, 
from Union Street 127 feet east, with temporary connections to the 12 and 
15-inch pipes crossing Union Street. 

In place of the culverts petitioned for at Park and Evergreen Avenues, 
a 27-inch storm sewer was laid from Cedar Brook 100 feet along Park Ave- 
‘nue to Evergreen Avenue, with 12 and 15-inch connections to storm inlets. 

Where the open drainage ditch west of McDowell Street crosses Hal- 
sey Street, a 30-inch concrete pipe sewer was laid. This ditch drains a 
large area extending to Grant Avenue on the east and to West Sixth Street 
on the south. ‘Two inlets were constructed in Osborne Avenue, connecting 
with the storm sewer laid by the property owners. 

A 30-inch concrete pipe was built into the abutment of the new Grove 
Street bridge to provide for a storm sewer which is planned for future con- 
struction in Grove Street and Central Avenue as far as West Sixth Street, 
partly to relieve the New Street storm sewer, which is now too small to 
carry the flow from heavy storms, and floods the streets adjacent to it. 


YARD AND SIDING. 


Attention is again called to the need of a yard with railroad siding. 
At present the city pays for the use of the siding at Park Avenue for un- 
loading tank cars into the distributing wagons. In case of unfavorable 
weather for tarring, we are obliged to pay demurrage on cars detained. 
If the city owned the property, a permanent tank could be installed, and a 
supply of tar or asphalt could be kept on hand ready for use in favorable 
weather. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Last year the Street Department was entrusted with the burying of dead 
cats and dogs, and $82.50 was paid for this work from the street appro- 
priation (the cost in 1915 was $108.50). ‘This year the care of the recently 
installed trafic posts was committed to this department, and while it cost the’ 
Street fund $144.34, we believe that the posts have been a decided benefit in 
regulating trafic and preventing accidents. 

A “Ford” automobile was purchased in October for the use of the em- 
ployees of the Street Department, to take the place of the “Brush,” which 
served for six years and was then turned in for $30.00. 


OPENING AND WIDENING STREETS. 


On East Second Street most of the trees have been removed and the 
sidewalks relaid to the new lines. 

The opening of East Fourth Street, from Richmond Street to the ang'e 
point near Washington Street, was completed, the street was macadamized 
(as elsewhere noted) and a concrete sidewalk was laid. 

An ordinance for widening Central Avenue, from West Front Street 
to the C. R. R. of N. J., has been adopted; it will next be in order to treat 
with the property owners and appoint commissioners. 

The proceedings for widening Madison Avenue, interrupted by the 
writ of certiorari, are again started, a meeting of the Commissioners having 
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been held on December 28th. It is hoped that these important improve- 
ments may be carried through to completion during the coming year. 

The south curb line of East Ninth Street was changed by ordinance so 
as to give more room for the trees, and the appearance of the street has 
been greatly improved thereby. 

BROOKS. 


A petition was received at a recent meeting of the Common Council and 
referred to the Council of 1916, requesting the removal of obstructing dams 
in Green Brook. We recommend that a thorough investigation be made 
of the overflows of this brook, which are becoming more and more objec- 
tionable as improvements are made in the district affected.

“The numerical strength of the department iS twenty-nine, including 
six superior officers, sixteen regular patrolmen, six special patrolmen and 
one patrol driver. 

The identification branch of the department should be developed and I 
would therefore suggest to your honorable body that an instructor be em- 
ployed so as to teach the men engaged in that work the finger print system. 

I am in accord with the views of his honor the mayor that we might 
be aided in improving our police system if we had expert advice as to the 
success elsewhere of the fixed post and flash signal methods, to supplement 
the regular patrol, and to be used in connection with an efficient headquarters’ 
reserve and motor equipment to facilitate quick action. 

The police force of this city is thoroughly disciplined and in a high state 
of efficiency, will be admitted by all citizens. 

The year ending has been comparatively uneventful in a police way, 
law and order has been maintained throughout the city. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the mayor and police board for their 
advice and assistance to me.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF FIRE DEFPARaWIENT 


Plainfield, N. J., December 31, 1915. 


To the Honorable the Committee on Fire and Buildings of the Honorable 
Common Council of the City of Plainfield: 


GENTLEMEN. I have the honor to submit herewith my twenty-eighth 
annual report of the condition and operation of the Fire Department under 
your control for the year ending December 28, 1915, giving the number of 
fires and alarms attended by the department during the year, and the 
amount of losses and insurance as nearly as could be ascertained. . 


MANUAL FORCE. 


Twenty-eight men are now permanently employed and one trial man. 
One chief engineer, one assistant chief, four (4) captains; twenty-two (22) 
privates. 

HousEs, 


There are four (4) engine houses owned and occupied by the city, 
namely: Headquarters building, Nos. 145-149 East Second Street; here is 
established the chief's office, No. 2 Auto Combination Chemical and Hose 
Wagon, No. 2 Auto Pumping Engine, No. 1 Hook and Ladder Truck and 
the chief’s automobile. 

No. 1 Engine House, Nos. 206-208 West Second Street, is occupied by 
No. 1 Hose Wagon (horse drawn), No. 1 Steamer and Supply Wagon. 

No. 3 Engine House, Nos 730-32 West Fourth Street, is occupied by 
No. 3 Auto Combination Chemical and Hose Wagon and Supply Wagon. 

No. 4 Engine House, Nos. 1015-17 South Avenue, is occupied by No. 
4 (horse drawn) Combination Chemical and Hose Wagon and Supply 
Wagon. 

All of. the houses are in good condition except No. 3 which needs a 
new roof and new front doors. 

Headquarters Building was erected for a Volunteer Fire Department. 
The second story should be altered to conform to present requirements. 


APPARATUS. 


The department has in service one Nott Auto Combination Pumping 
Engine and Hose Wagon, 600 gallons capacity; one-third size Amoskeag 
Steam Pumping Engine, 400 gallons capacity; one Hayes Aerial Hook and 
Ladder Truck, 65-foot extension ladder (horse drawn); one 60-gallon 
double tank Auto Chemical and Hose Wagon; one double tank 35-gallon 
Auto Chemical and Hose Wagon (both Mack built); one double tank 
35-gallon (horse drawn) Combination Chemical and Hose Wagon; one 
(horse drawn) straight Hose Wagon; one automobile for chief; three 
Supply Wagons. 

Horses. 


Ten horses are owned by the department, only six of which are in use. 
I recommend that the Council authorize the sale of the four surplus animals 
as soon as possible. 


Hose. 
There are about nine thousand feet of hose in use in the department. 


About six thousand feet of this is good; the rest is only fair. We should 
have two thousand feet of hose at once.

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Fire ALARM. 


Our system is the Gamewell type consisting of fifty-six boxes. Two 
of these are private. We have about thirty-one (31) miles of over- 
head wire, insulated; seven 15-inch house gongs (one located at the 
pumping station, one at the corner of Park Avenue and Second Street, one 
at the corner of Watchung Avenue and Second Street) ; eighteen 6-inch 
tappers located in the homes of officers and men; one six circuit automatic 
combination storage battery and switch board, naving mounted 
upon it instruments and switches forj testing and charging; one 
seven circuit repeater (two have five alarm circuits) with motor gen- 
erator and the necessary storage batteries. 

This branch of the service is cared for by the Allen B. Laing Com- 
pany, under the direct management of Mr. A. V. Searing, Jr. The en- 
tire system has been kept in splendid condition during the year. 

For the second time within a year every fire alarm box in the city was 
out of service. In March, 1914, practically every foot of fire alarm wire 
was down, and on Monday, December 18, 1915, we were similiarly crippled, 
and for several hours every fire alarm box was out of service. I again 
urgently request that our fire alarm wires be placed underground.

CONCLUSION. 


We now have in service three motor apparatus. These do better ser- 
vice and are very much more economical than horse drawn apparatus. 

I regret to report that the motor pumping apparatus intended for No. 
4 Engine House did not come up to specifications and was, therefore, re- 
turned to the manufacturers. I trust your honorable body will take im- 
mediate steps to procure a pumping engine for this house, as that com- 
pany has an exceedingly large territory to cover, as has the engine now 
in service (No. 2) at headquarters. The water pressure in the greater 
portion of the territory covered by both of these houses is not sufficient for 
fire streams except when we catch the fire in its incipiency. 

A great many of the dwellings in the Netherwood section are large 
and costly and are filled with expensive furniture. This may also be said of 
a number of the houses in the various suburbs of the city. At many of the 
fires in these suburbs we may require more than one engine. 

In the center of the city we have many fires where two or more 
engines are needed, and it is possible for one of these engines to be out of 
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order; or, upon the breaking out of a fire in one section of the city, one of 
the engines may be in use in another section. So you can readily see 
the necessity for at least two pumping engines of reasonably large capacity. 

There should also be purchased for No. 1 Engine House a motor com- 
bination hose and chemical engine similar to the one just obtained for No. 
3 Engine House. 

The Hook and Ladder Truck should be motorized. This apparatus 
responds to all fires in every part of the city and should be, if not the first, 
at least one of the first to arrive at a fire instead of the last, as at present. 
This apparatus weighs four and one-half tons, and it is an act of cruelty to 
animals to permit a team of horses to draw it to fires even when there is no 
snow upon the ground, and it certainly is doubly so when the ground lies 
covered with snow and ice. Our city is more than four miles long and two 
miles wide at its widest part. 

Our engine houses are so located that after all of the apparatus is 
motorized, as I have suggested, all parts of the city can be quickly cov- 
ered. The city is spreading out most rapidly, and we can do better work 
for a number of years to come than we possibly could with houses located 
in other portions of the city. 

The need of more men is very apparent at every fire of any size, 
and several times this year I have been compelled to send in a second 
alarm, as much to secure more men to assist as for additional apparatus. 

When you take into account the fact that the men work twenty-four 
hours a day with the exceptioAf of three hours for meals and each sixth 
day off; that sometimes we have men sick and very often injured; dur- 
ing meal hours we frequently have men insufficient to man the apparatus; 
when all the men are present, except those whose day off it is, we 
have barely men enough to get to work at an ordinary fire—the fact is 
quite evident that we do really require more men. 

If a fire has gained headway, or is in a large building, we must send 
a second call for help. I would recommend that not fewer than four men 
be appointed the first of the year. We have had more than two hundred 
fires: and alarms of fire this year, several more than we have ever had 
in any one year before. If you compare the amount of loss with the. 
amount of insurance and value involved, you must acknowledge that 
the men of this Department have done excellent work. My thanks are 
extended to them and to my officers, for it is due to them that efficiency 
exists. 

I wish to thank the Honorable Mayor Calkins and your Honorable 
Body for the interest you have displayed in the Department in the endeavor 
to built it up to a much needed standard, and trust that the incoming Coun- 
cil will continue this good work.

To the Honorable the Mayor and the Common Council, Plainfield, 

INL: 

GENTLEMEN: We have the honor to submit the 27th An- 
nual Report of the Department of Health of the City of Plainfield. 

A detailed report of each department is herewith appended. 

Most of the work during the year has been of a routine nature, 
although special attention has been given to elaborating the activities 
of each department and keeping abreast of the times. 

It will be noted that the death rate for the year was 18.13, 
which, although not as low as last year, shows a gradual decrease. 

Particular attention has been paid to safeguarding the milk 
supply, and at least two complete analyses are being made each 
month. The various milk dealers are being urged to have their cat- 
tle tuberculin tested, and it is hoped that we will soon be able to 
require all dealers to have this test made. 

There have been several prosecutions of butchers during the 
year on account of uncleanliness of their premises. An increased 
number of inspections of hotel and restaurant kitchens have been 
made during the year. 

Special attention has been paid to the inspection of stables and 
the disposal of manure with a view to decreasing the breeding places 
of flies. 

The new requirements of the plumbing code have been in opera- 
tion during the year, and the examinations which are now required 
for master plumbers have resulted in barring incompetent men 
from doing plumbing work in the City of Plainfield. : 

The Board greatly desires to take up the following important 
new work during the year if the appropriation permits: 

1. ‘The control of infant mortality and spread of infectious 
diseases. At the present time the Board is severely handicapped in 
this work, owing to the fact that the appropriation is not sufficient 
to permit of the employment of a Board of Health nurse. This work 
cannot be carried on in an up-to-date manner unless a competent 
nurse is engaged, and we feel that Plainfield is considerably behind 
other cities of its size in this respect. 

When asking for an appropriation of an additional $500 last 
year the Board had it in mind to use this amount, as far as it would 
go, in nursing work. Your Honorable Body did not see your way 
clear to grant our request, although the same amount was appro- 
priated to the Poor Department, and through it to the Visiting 
Nurse Association. Unfortunately, we were unable to make a sat- 
isfactory arrangement with the Visiting Nurse Association for the 
services of a nurse and we could not carry out our plan. We have 
no criticism of the zeal and good work being done, but it appears 
to us that a closer co-operation between all the organizations doing 
medical investigation and nursing would result in even better work 
and greater economy, that the ground might be more thoroughly 
covered and duplication of effort avoided. It further appears to us 
that the logical head of such a bureau is the Health Department. 
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2. The Department expects to formulate better regulations for 
‘the handling of foodstuffs and to require a certificate of health from 
all persons handling food in hotels and restaurants; also from 
candy, ice cream and sausage makers and all other persons em- 
ployed in the handling or manufacture of foodstuffs; this same re- 
‘quirement of health certificates will be made concerning barbers, 
hair-dressers and persons engaged in similar occupations. 

The Board hopes to be able to further safeguard the health of 
the community by preventing the misbranding of foodstuffs and 
drugs. 

The following recommendations are respectfully made: 

That the Common Council consider the proposition of the dis- 
posal of garbage and refuse. A full report from the joint committee 
of the Common Council and Board of Health will be found in the 
Annual Report of 1914, and it is greatly desired that this year some 
-action be taken which will enable the City to care for the disposal 
of garbage and refuse. 

That each summer when Green Brook contains little or no water 
it be thoroughly cleaned by the City; it seems that this could be 
readily accomplished through the joint action of the street depart- 
‘ments of Plainfield and North Plainfield. 

That public comfort stations be established at convenient points 
‘in the City. This is a matter of decency as well as health and an 
up-to-date measure which our City cannot afford to overlook. 

That the matter of a Contagious Disease Hospital be again con- 
‘sidered. Muhlenberg Hospital is not properly equipped to handle 
these cases, and a serious condition is likely to result at any time 
~on this account.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICERS 


December 31, 1915. 


To the Board of Health, City of Plainfieid, N. J. 

GENTLEMEN: We have the honor to submit a detailed repor 
of the work of the Health Department for the year 1915. We are 
pleased to feel that a considerable gain has been made toward se- 
curing the co-operation of the general public, as this is a most im- 
portant factor in our work. Education is becoming more and more 
a phase of public health work, for after the big public works for 
health protection, such as sewage disposal, pure water, milk and 
food supplies, etc., are provided, a great deal depends upon the in- 
dividual citizen. From time to time we have sent articles to the 
newspapers, and we will continue this method of education this com- 
ing year. 

Your Health Officers have also given addresses on various 
phases of health work and have given the course in Hygiene to the 
nurses in the Muhlenberg Hospital Training School. 

One of the lines of work which we have undertaken with great 
thoroughness this past year was an inspection of all the stable 
‘premises in the city for the purpose of having the manure cared for 
in such a manner as to minimize the breeding places of flies and to 
prevent nuisance.

ICK SUPPLY 


The natural ice sold in the City the past year was obtained 
from the same four sources—three of which are local—as here- 
tofore. The one artificial ice was manufactured in Plainfield. All 
of the ice was apparently safe for domestic use. 


WATER SUPPLY 


Plainfield is particularly fortunate in having a water supply 
which is both abundant and wholesome. Coming, as it does, from 
deep-drilled wells, it requires no chemical treatment of any kind to 
insure its safety for potable purposes. 
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The plant owned by the Plainfield-Union Water Company is in 
the Netherwood section and consists of thirty-nine wells, sixteen of 
which are of the compressed air type and are in use at the present 
time. The twenty-three old-style direct-lift wells are no longer used. 

Underground reservoirs of concrete receive the water as it is 
forced from the bottom of the wells. Part of the water is then 
pumped to an equalizing storage reservoir located in back of Scotch 
Plains and part into the standpipe at the plant, and from both points 
it runs by gravity into the mains and is thence distributed through- 
out the system. There is also a smaller standpipe located in back 
of North Plainfield, at a point on the side of the mountain, about 
the height of the Netherwood standpipe. The capacity of the entire 
plant is nine million gallons per day, but eight million gallons is 
the maximum used at any season. 

All reservoirs are thoroughly cleaned at stated intervals, and 
every precaution is taken to protect the water from contamination. 
Frequent bacteriological analyses have been made by this Depart- 
ment during the past few months with very satisfactory results. The 
analysis given below, made on February 5th at the State Labora- 
tory of Hygiene, is very representative of the usual quality of the 
Plainfield supply:

CLEAN FOOD 


It has been truly said that no department of the City’s govern- 
ment is so dependent upon the co-operation of the people for its suc- 
cess as the Héalth Department. This is especially true of that 
branch of the work which has to do with the protection of the food 
supply. For several years this Department has been working against 
a good deal of opposition from various sources to secure a food 
supply that is reasonably free from the contamination caused by 
dust, dirt and flies. It is here that housekeepers can be of assist- 
ance to the Department and at the same time best serve their own 
interests by refusing to buy foodstuffs that are displayed in viola- 
tion of the law. The merchants will supply what their customers 
demand in the way of cleanliness as well as merchandise. By dint 
of frequent inspections and personal interviews with the merchants, 
we have made a good deal of progress this past year toward the 
desired end. We could not, however, take any legal action until the 
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latter part of the year on account of lack of authority caused by the 
delay of the State Board of Health in formulating the rules required 
by the law. As soon as possible we brought suit against the one fla- 
grant violator of the law—an old offender—and a conviction was 
obtained and a fine imposed. The man has since moved out of 
our jurisdiction. 

Inspections of the restaurant and hotel kitchens were made 
with a view to ascertaining the conditions under which the food 
was prepared and served. It is our intention to go a step farther 
this coming year and require certificates, stating that all persons. 
engaged in handling foodstuffs are free from diseases that may be 
transmitted in this way.

The milk is 
being sold through twenty-two regular dealers, five small retailers 
selling the product from one or two cows, and fifty stores. The lat- 
ter keep only a few quarts on hand for the accommodation of their 
customers; it is obtained from the regular retailers and is sold 
only in the original bottle. 

To properly safeguard this food is a task, the importance of 
which cannot be over-estimated, and we are trying to use all the 
means possible to obtain a clean, safe milk for Plainfield. The prac- 
tice begun last year of making a monthly analysis of more than one 
sample of each of the regular milks was continued, and inspections 
of the dairies were made as often as possible. We have, in some 
instances, worked with the State Department of Health in an effort 
to avoid duplication, and through it were enabled to begin an edu- 
cational propaganda among the dairymen which we hope will re- 
sult in a better milk supply. The initial work was by means 
of a lecture given at Califon, illustrated by stereopticon slides, giv-— 
ing, in a vivid and interesting manner, some very practical instruc- 
tion to the dairymen. The lecture was well received and will be. 
followed by others of a more technical character. 

As another means of improving the milk supply we are en- 
couraging the creamerymen to make tests of the individual milks 
and pay the dairyman for his milk in proportion to its quality. 

Pasteurization is becoming more and more general, but its value 
for a city like Plainfield, where we can keep in close touch with the 
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supply, has not been sufficiently demonstrated to warrant the adop- 
tion of an ordinance requiring all milk to be thus treated. There 
are still two opinions concerning the advisability of pasteurization, 
but sanitarians are coming to regard it more favorably as a valu- 
able means of preventing the spread of certain communicable dis- 
eases through milk.

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SWIMMING POOLS 


Analyses of the water of both the Y. M. C. A. and High School 
Pools have been made repeatedly, and without exception the water 
was found to be reasonably safe. 

Karly in 1916 there will be conducted at the High School a 
series of experimental tests with a view toward making this form 
of public recreation and education absolutely safe from a sanitary 
standpoint. 

LABORATORY 


The efficiency of this division of our work has been largely in- 
creased during the past year. More samples of milk and cream were 
analyzed than ever before; samples of water from both the swim- 
ming pools and from the city supply have been analyzed for bacteria, 
and the work of examining communicable disease cultures has been 
continued. Under the report of the Bacteriologist will be found a 
table showing the number and kinds of specimens examined. This 
braneh of the laboratory work will prove of even greater value in 
carrying out the plan (outlined under the head of ‘‘Diphtheria’’) of 
taking cultures from all Diphtheria contacts. 


FUMIGATION

SCARLET FEVER 


Thirty-one cases of this disease were reported, the number being 
eight less than for 1914. There were no deaths and no remarkable 
incidents in connection with the cases. The number was about nor- 
mal, and there was apparently no common source of infection. Our 
‘knowledge of the origin of this disease is so comparatively meagre 
‘that in an attempt to lower the morbidity we can do little more than 
use the same prophylactic measures that apply to all contagion. 


DIPHTHERIA 


The thirty-two cases and six deaths from this disease is a de- 
cided increase over the number for any of the four previous years. 
This was partly due to the fact that the disease manifested itself 
in many instances in a laryngeal form, the early symptoms so nearly 
resembling a croupous condition, more or less common in young 
children, that no physician was called in attendance until the symp- 
toms appeared more serious. By that time it was too late for anti- 
‘toxin to counteract the poison of the disease, and six cases were lost 
‘almost as soon as they could be diagnosed. All of these were chil- 
dren too young to attend school, and we were unable to find any 
cemmon source of infection. 

With our better knowledge of this disease and the weapons 
which this knowledge has placed in our hands, it would seem that 
‘our success in combating it should be more marked. The laboratory 
has furnished us with a means of early diagnosis; the anti-toxin is 
both a curative and preventive agent; and the recently discovered 
“Schick Test’’ is a means of determining who are susceptible to diph- 
theretic infection. 

We believe that the disease is more often spread by ‘‘carriers’’ 
than by the patients themselves. In the latter case the infection is 
confined to a definite locality, and the necessary means for keeping 
it under control are instituted. It is the well persons who, while 
harboring the germs in their throats or noses, mingle freely with 
other persons, are the dangerous carriers. They may have suf- 
ficient resistance against the disease to prevent its development in 
pees ee but the possibility of infecting others is none the less 
great. 

For this reason we have undertaken a new procedure—i. e., the 
culturing of all persons who have come in contact with a case of 
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diphtheria and the isolation of carriers until negative results are ob- 
tained. 

We feel sure that the added amount of time and work which 
this will entail will be well repaid by the reduction of the case- 
rate to an appreciable extent. Besides this, we shall seek to impress 
upon the general public the possible seriousness of a sore throat, in 
order that medical advice may be secured at the outset and a cor- 
rect diagnosis made without dangerous delay; we shall also seek an 
even closer co-operation with the school authorities and physicians. 

_Anti-toxin is furnished free of charge for use in Plainfield in- 
digent cases, and free examination of cultures from all resident cases 
is also made. 


TYPHOID FEVER 


Only seven cases of typhoid fever were reported from among 
Plainfield residents, the smallest number in the history of the De- 
partment. Investigation of these cases showed that the disease must 
have been contracted from some source outside of Plainfield. The 
mortality was high, three out of the seven cases resulting in death. 


MEASLES 


Two hundred and sixty-seven cases were reported—a decrease 
of sixty-four. The practice begun last year of placarding houses 
where there is a case of measles as a warning was continued. The 
school nurse is notified of all cases and she visits the house to see 
that no child who has not already had the disease is allowed to at- 
tend school until the incubation period is past. Measures of this 
kind may help to check the spread of the measles, but the most ef- 
fective means is to get the mothers to regard a ‘“‘cold in the head”’ 
as suspicious and take precautions accordingly. 


SMALLPOX 


The first case of Smallpox within our City in five years was 
-sent to Muhlenberg Hospital by the Raritan Township authorities as 
.a victim of exposure and exhaustion, the patient having lain out 
over night in one of the worst storms of the year. 

At three o’clock in the afternoon he was atfended by a physi- 
cian, and at five o’clock he was in the hospital. At eight o’clock the 
case was diagnosed as Smallpox, after being in the regular men’s 
ward. At 2.30 a. m. he died. 

An investigation showed the man to be a Slav, named Joe 
Petrovitch, about forty-five years of age. He had left Harrisburg, 
Pa., about two weeks before and was en route for his brother’s farm 
near New York City. 

The body was buried in Hillside Cemetery, Metuchen, during 
the afternoon following the patient’s death, a sealed casket being 
used. . 

Wholesale vaccination of all persons exposed in any way was 
done and general prophylactic measures taken against the spread 
of the disease. No other cases resulted. 

The expenses incurred in connection with this case amounted to 
$316.22, of which $27.54 was paid by this Department for small 
items. Inasmuch as another township was involved and there was 
some question as to the financial responsibility, the matter of the 
payment of the bills was referred to the Common Council for such 
action as seemed wise. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


The figures expressing the situation as regards this disease are 
very remarkable, the number of cases being low and the deaths high. 
There were sixty cases in all, but eleven were non-residents. Death 
resulted in twenty-one of the forty-nine resident cases reported dur- 
ing the year, but many of these were not reported until after death. 
The total number of deaths, including those which occurred out of 
town, was thirty-seven. 

We had occasion to have a patient committed by the County 
Court to Bonnie Burn Sanatorium. He had been under treatment 
at that institution, but left against orders several times. He had 
no permanent home, and his advanced tubercular condition and in- 
temperate habits made him a menace to the community.

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REPORT OF THE PLUMBERS’ EXAMINING BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1915

GENTLEMEN: We are pleased to report during the year 1915 
we received thirteen applications for licenses, four of the applicants 
appearing twice for examination and one failed to appear. Only 
four qualified under examination and received licenses from the 
Board to operate as Master Plumbers. 


During the latter part of the year we found it desirable to 
adopt a system controlling the subject matter of examination and 
now supply all applicants with printed application blanks, which, 
after being properly filled in and filed with the Board, are inves- 
tigated and the applicant subjected to an examination governed by 
the following rules: 

15 points for practical experience at trade; one point for each 
year up to 15 years. If not 15 years at trade will consider appear- 
ances. 

25 points for verbal examination, limited to any question on 
plumbing, exclusive of water service. 

60 points on written answers to written questions, sub-divided 
into six subjects, as follows: 


10 points on sewers and sewerage. 
10 points on house drainage and waste pipes. 
10 points on venting and vent pipes. 
10 points on traps. 
10 points on plumbing fixtures, closets, sinks, 
urinals, etc., etc. 
10 points on plans of plumbing systems and mis- 
cellaneous. 
An average of 80 per cent. aS usual being required for recom- 
mendation. 
Each subject limited to five questions. 
~ With this system in operation, if an applicant was deficient on 
one or more branches, it would not seriously impair his average, 
providing he showed his proficiency in the other branches; thus we 
cover every branch of the Plumbing Code and reduce the examina- 
tion to an absolute equable basis. 
Percentage of applicants for examination that received license 
certificates 33 1-3 per cent.

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Fines were collected in three of the cases; one case was ad- 
journed, and before it was called the nuisance had been abated; 
the remainder of the cases were released with suspension of sen- 
tence. 

Conclusion. 

It is with much regret that we have no report to submit con- 
cerning child hygiene and infant welfare work, but lack of funds 
has prevented the employment of a nurse and the systematic car- 
rying out of a plan for this work. We were able to co-operate with 
the committee in charge of the Baby-Saving Show, which was given 
in Plainfield for a month, through the generosity of one of our 
citizens, and we have had some good literature placed in the hands 
of mothers and expectant mothers. This is the age of the child, 
and surely no more effective work can be done than to safeguard 
the children—our future citizens—against the inroads of disease. 
We sincerely hope that our plans can be put into operation this 
coming year. 

As we have reviewed the past year it has seemed to us that 
the great need of Plainfield is a City Planning Commission, as out- 
lined in the Mayor’s message under date of January ist, 1915. <A 
method whereby a place would be provided for everything, and 
everything in its place, would assist us greatly in correlating our 
work with that of other Departments. In addition to: the items 
mentioned by the Mayor as a part of such a Commission’s work, the 
question of housing (together with the size of lots) could very 
profitably be considered not only from the standpoint of its proper: 
place in the general City Plan, but from the standpoints of health 
and morality—two very closely connected factors in public work. 
The kind and location of factories could be determined upon; the 
matter of dumping so regulated as to redeem lands for the use of 
the City; the establishment of parks would create a favorable loca- 
tion for public comfort stations which are so greatly needed and 
add much to the beauty and utility of our City in numerous ways 
too obvious to mention. Better paving would encourage cleanliness. 
and better light reduce the opportunities for evil and raise the moral 
tone. Such a Commission would also doubtless be able to see the: 
need of a municipal collection and disposal of garbage as a general 
public improvement and devise the means whereby it may be ac- 
complished. 

We are pleased, in conclusion, to express our appreciation to 
all who have given us assistance during the course of our work this: 
past year.

In computing the rates we have used slightly different figures 
to allow for non-residents. A new law provides that when a marriage 
is performed in a place other than the one where the license was is- 
sued, a copy is sent to the Registrar of the latter municipality. 'This 
gives each Registrar a record of his own residents. For this reason 
we have made no change in the figures of the marriage returns, as 
the number of non-resident marriages practically offset the number 
of those which took place outside of Plainfield. 

All of the births and still-births of non-resident parentage have 
been subtracted from the totals because they took place in the hos- 
pital. 

The non-resident deaths (49) were subtracted, and to the re- 
sult has been added about one-half as many to allow for the num- 
‘ber of our residents who probably died away from home. 

The rates compare very favorably with other years, and al- 
‘though the death rate (13.13) is considerably higher than last year, 
‘it is not abnormal and is still lower than any other year except last. 

The work of filing and compiling statistics from the returns has 
.been continued as usual.

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REPORT OF OVERSEER OF POOR. 


December 30, 1915. 
To the Alms Committee of the Common Council of the City of Plainfield, 

Nag 

GENTLEMEN: In submitting to you the report of the second year of my 
administration of the work of the Poor Department of this city, it seems 
advisable to mention the difficulties encountered, particularly in the section 
known as Outdoor Relief, and explain briefly the methods made use of in 
the endeavor to overcome them. 

The beginning of the year 1915 found the department approaching the 
crisis of the large amount of unemployed, unskilled labor which was not 
reached until the month of March, when conditions began to improve, but 
not until August did nearly normal conditions appear. In the first three 
months it was not unusual to have as many as fifty or more calls per day 
at the office, not asking, but demanding work, provisions, rent, fuel, trans- 
portation to other places and clothing, especially shoes. 

Many of these demands could be refused at once on account of ques- 
tion of settlement. Many needed investigation which, in the congestion of ' 
work in this office was impossible, as one man could not attend to both office 
and outdoor work. 

Simply by inquiries to. The Charity Organization Society, telephoning to 
many people and asking for volunteer investigators, was I enabled to get 
information, and as public sentiment was aroused and much being done in 
many ways to keep that class of our people sheltered, fed and clothed, with 
the utmost care and discretion possible I issued relief, sending each month 
to the Alms Committee an account in full, down to the smallest detail in a 
report of every cent disbursed. 

As to Indoor Relief, the number of inmates maintained in the Industrial 
Home during the year has been less than in any of the other years of the 
present term, and having in the preceding year disposed of the unruly ele- 
ment formerly there, very little trouble has appeared and the affairs of that: 
institution have run along very smoothly.

REPORT OF SHADE TREE COMMISSION. 


December 31, 1915. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and the Common Council of the City of Plain- 
field, N. J. 


GENTLEMEN: During the past year the Shade Tree Commission pur- 
sued its work with the object of doing all in its power to maintain the at- 
tractiveness of the shade trees of the city at a minimum of expense. A 
careful study was made of the shade trees bordering the different streets of 
the city. 

Those trees that were diseased beyond prospect of recovery were cut 
and removed, other trees were treated and the trees throughout the city 
were trimmed and the growths of water suckers removed. During the sum- 
mer months the elms or other trees that showed signs of attack by cater- 
pillars were sprayed, and so far as we are able to observe the trees were 
in no case damaged by their ravages, or those of other pests. 

Every effort was made to improve the appearance of the City Park. 
The lawns were fertilized and renewed where necessary, the grass was 
cut, shrubbery trimmed and the walks regraded. 

We believe that the appearance of the city has improved during the 
work of the Commission for the past few years and that the removal of 
unnecessary trees in the over-shaded portions of the city is a decided im-

Exhibitions were held on the individual playgrounds during September, 
at which time the children participated in folk dancing, various playground 
games, and. exhibited various work accomplished during the season, such as 
basket work, moulding in clay, handiwork of various sorts. 

These exhibitions on the individual grounds were attended by a large 
number of citizens residing in the neighborhood of the school grounds, as 
many of the parents of the little children found pleasure in attending, who 
heretofore could not attend the combined exhibition such as was held previous 
years at the Parker Field. 

The weather during the season was very rainy and lessened somewhat 
the attendance compared with last year; however, the efforts of the differ- 
ent supervisors was such as to give great satisfaction, and there is no doubt 
but that much important and gratifying work was accomplished in provid- 
ing the healthful exercise and play to the children during the summer 
months, centering their play attention to these organized supervised play- 
grounds, other than seeking their recreation in the streets. 


PARKER FIELD. 


This recreation center, so delightfully located, proves a great source of 
happiness to a large number of the youth of Plainfield. Under the excel- 
lent direction of Supervisor G. W. Wriston, a most successful season has 
been experienced. 

The inclement weather cut down the attendance, it was very noticeable, 
however, the fine spirit shown by the boys participating in the different 
games, and much individual attention was given to the boys, resulting in 
surprising gains in strength and agility to many who were participating 
in the field sports. 

There were no professional games at the field this year. 

Those participating in field sports numbered 4151; those exercising on 
the playground apparatus numbered 2702; those using the tennis courts num- 
bered 1913. For eight weeks before the regular season opened there was 
an average of thirty people playing tennis at the field each day. The 
high school baseball team used the field for practice, and the regular games 
of the schedule. On the opening of the school fall term the high school 
football team has used the field daily. 

There have been ninety baseball games at the Parker Field this year,, 
described as follows:

There have also been various track meetings and field games held 
during this year of which a large number of the young boys and men 
gladly participated. 

Parker Field is a valuable asset to the City of Plainfield. It is the com- 
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mon meeting place of all the youth athletically inclined. It being under 
constant supervision, it is perfectly safe for even small boys to be in attend- 
ance there. 

Few communities have such a generous field to provide recreation and 
exercise as Plainfield has. 

On the evening of July 4th a public exhibition of fireworks with a band 
concert was given, the cost of the same largely defrayed by individual sub- 
scriptions. There was an attendance of over 10,000 on this evening. 

The Board of Playground Commissioners are very ambitious that the 
work of the Commission shall grow in value to the. community, and earn- 
estly hope that the citizens of Plainfield will appreciate what the school 
playgrounds and Parker Field offer toward creating stronger, healthier 
minds and bodies to the growing children of our city, who having no -op- 
portunities for play on their own home grounds, find ample opportunity for 
healthful recreation and exercise by reason of the opportunities offered 
under the direction of your Commissioners.
